Louis 
and San Francisco railroad runs, hut 
all trains were annulled on this line 
and no assistance can he rendered by 
the railroad, its tracks being under 
w ater near Marlon, Ark 
At this lat­ 
ter point telegraph connections still 
exist to Memphis and reports an* far 
from encouraging. 
The town is al­ 
most totally flooded and citizens are 
using skiffs as their only m eans of 
travel 
Refugees from the adjacent 
territory are pouring into Marion each 
hour, asking that boats be sent to 
their rescue 
Then* are no means of 
reaching them except by m aking a 
breach in tie- levee near Memphis, 
and this may be done if conditions i 
show no improvement 
it, is estim ated | 
that several hundred persons are sur 
rounded by water in the flooded Ar­ 
kansas territory. 
Negroes at Marion are frightened 
and havo congregated at the depot 
and in the cabins ot the village and 
refuse to work 
A relief train, tin* 
last that reached the village, arrived 
with 5,000 sacks to he used in datnni 
ing the w ater but labor cannot In* se­ 
cure»! to unload the 
train 
It was 
hoped that the crest of the rise was 
sufficiently close to Memphis for the 
break in the b-vee at Trice's landing 
to give relh ! anti cause a fall here. 
A fall did follow the break, but this 
was check»-! and the gauge is !!9.0 
feet, or within one tenth of the maxi 
mum thus far reported. 
The weak
